Makavejev, a Yugo- 
slavian film producer and uni- 
versally respected by the cin- 
ema world, viewed his 1965 
production “A Man is not a 
Bird” with approximately one 
hundred students last night. 
The producer duscussed his 
first cinemagraphic — feature 
with several students and pro- 


fessors in a seminar held 
immediately following — the

A total of 1041 students (391 
Arts, 650 Science) responded to 


a questionnaire distributed at. 


registration by the Arts and 


: Science Undergraduate Society. 


The survey was undertaken 
because “the elected represen- 
tatives have been completely 
out of touch with the student 
population,” according to Rob 
Long, ASUS President. Treas- 


urer Jerry Robins added, “We 


Wanted to take the pulse of ‘the 
‘student body”. 
| So the pulse was taken and 
blood pressure was found to be 
normal. By most standards, 
there were few surprises. 

‘ Most students would like to 


see the present system of. 


‘scheduling some exams in 
December and some after 
Christmas  -_~-.discontinued. 
Eighty-sight. percent of: .the 


“students surveyed. said they 


would prefer to write exams 
before vacation, and would be 
‘willing to start school early in 
order to do so. There was little 
difference between Arts stu- 
dents and Science students on 
this issue. 

Some change in the current 
‘grading system was called for 
by 64 percent of the Arts 
students and 55 percent of the 


ÉTÉ students who respon-~ 


“and Soctallat ideology in a 
communist country. 

The screening of “A Man is 
not a Bird” was impoverished 
with English subtitles; how- 
ever the thrust of the film was 
not lost. Betrayal of socialism - 
betrayal of man - betrayal of 
self-were the evident themes. 

Hypnosis played an impar- 
tant role in the «film and 
Makavejev explained that per- 
haps we are living in a hypnotic 
State, “at the beck and call of 
other powers than our own”.

A phil- 
osophy: graduate of Belgrade 
University, he worked as a film 
critic and journalist and made 
several amateur films at Bel- 
grade Cine Club between 1952 
and 1958.

more specific G.P.:A. system 


was requested by 39% of all 
Arts and 35% of all Science 
students, while 25% of the Arts 


-and 20% of the Science stu- 


dents. said they favour the 
elimination of the G.P.A: 
system and its replacement bya 
percentage grade. Thirty-six 


= percent of students in“Arts and 


45% of those In Science said 
they were satisfled with the 
present grading system. 
Student-run® course evalua- 
tions are helpful, and those in 
existence were conducted well, 
according to-:more than 80% of 


‘all students surveyed. Rob Long 


sald .he is now. compiling 
information for such evalua- 
tions and those forthe Faculty of 
Arts should be ready by June; 
for use next. fall. “It's obvious 
they/ fulfill a need", he said, 
adding they will, in his view, be 
the greatest single accomplish- 
ment of the ASUS this year. 
Feelings about the McGill 
Bookstore differed greatly be- 
tween students enrolled in Arts 
and those in Science. Only 45% 
of the Arts, students said they 
were satisfied with its opera- 
tion, while 65% of Science 
students were satisfied. ‘Ac- 
cording to Rob Long, a Senate

“Since the ‘National: Emer- 
gency’ was proclaimed In India 
in June, 1975, American dom- 
ination of the Indian economy 
has increased to such an extent 
that India is regarded today as 
the strongest bastion of U.S. 
imperialism". according to. a 
representative of- the Indian 
Progressive Study Group. 

Outlining the beginnings ot 
U.S. imperialism in India; he 
“Food became the basic 
Starting ‘point of American 
penetration into India. As soon 
as the sun of British colonial- 
ism began to set in the early 
1950s, Americans established 
markets for their overproduc- 
tive: agricultural commodities 
by exporting wheat and food- 
Stuffs to India." 

He added, “In the late 1950s 


‘India had a surplus of: wheat 


and food but still continued to 
import American wheat,” con- 
tinuing, “India could not meet 
her payments and the US 
created credit. institutions 
which developed further mar- 
kets for American finance 
capital: These institutions con- 
trolled the flow: of Indian 
currency which, by the mid- 
1950s, resulted In inflation and 
devaluation of the Indian 
rupee.” 

The speaker continued by 
Stating that the Green Revolu- 
tion, mechanizing agriculture 
and production, was a “capital- 
ist-imperialist ploy” to find an 
immediate market for mach- 
Inery, and serve as a further 


means to control the Indian 
economy. 

Another source of American 
imperialism, according to the 
speaker, was the development 


‘of the Ald India Consortium 


which-was to provide ald to 
India for development projects. 
He sald that the Consortium 
was dominated by both the 
World Bank and the US and had 
been. created in 1958 to 
Increase Indla’s industrial pro- 
duction which had almost been 
“stagnant”. 

“Foreign ald is a misnomer 


because it is not a charitable : 


donation as many _ people 
believe it. to be. In return for 
this so-called foreign aid, India 
must export consumer goods 
such as tea, cloth, sugar, iron 
and manganese to the US,” he 
asserted, 

India 


cannot generate 


enough foreign exchange to: 


pay back its debt, claiming that 
her exports must be Increased. 
“Between 60 and 70: percent of 
all her ald has come from the 
US,” he added. 

In the mid-1950s, India had 
an annual debt of $100 million 
and this amount Increased to 
$2 billion by the 1970s.”

National Emergency aids 
US domination of India 


The impoverishment of In- 
people is increasing 
tremendously, the speaker 
charged, because of the ever- 


- increasing plunder of American 


imperialists to establish mar- 
kets and provide.foreign aid In 
return for the exportation of In- 
dia’s consumer goods. He 
noted that between 40 and 50 
percent of India’s large-scale 
production is attributable to 
foreign investment. The US 
accounts for 20-25 percent of 
this production. 

The speaker cited the US and 
Russia as being the greatest 
foes of the Indian ‘people. 
Under the “National Emer- 
gency, the US fears that Russia 
will attempt to seize control of 
India, that the US was frigbten- 
ed -and, had to mount a 
propaganda campaign outlin- 
ing India’s declining democ-° ~ 
racy. 

He concluded by stating that 
the next meeting, to be held In 
two weeks, would focus on 
Soviet social-imperialist pene- 
tration-of the Indian economy.

_ After a number. of- proceed- 
ings, the Immigration Appeal. 
Commission confirmed Ponce's 
expulsion without holding 
audiences or calling witnesses: 
Last week, a _ federal court 
rejected another appeal, up- 
holding the expulsion order. 


Ponce had:come to:Montreal: 
to join his eldest son, Patricio, - 


and his daughter, Gabriella, 
who had both been granted 
political asylum in March of 
1974. Mrs. Ponce and five 
younger children, ranging from 
seven to 17. years of age, were 
able to: settle in-Montreal last. 
January; thanks ‘to a $1000 
chunk of Patricio's earnings. 
Special = intervention = from 
Bud Cullen, Minister of Immi- 
gration, has threatened the 


entire family, except Patricio, 


with deportation, despits-hun- 
dreds of-protést letters from 


- various sectors of:the country. 


According to Paul Belanger, 
vice-president of LDH, “We are 
asking the Federal Government 


Chile from 1973 to 1975 and the 
difficult life of a worker with a- 
unacceptable salary and six. 
children Were not'enough.”” 


‘Belanger. explained ‘that: the? 


'Ponce family Is'now completely 
integrated in:the francophone 
district in which they live, and - 
that two of the.

Ponce. -would» have been 
Interrogated::by the” Chillan 
secret police, said Belanger, — 
who probably. would have 
obliged Ponce to identify group 
leaders in the district In-which 
he worked. Some of his 
colleagues have disappeared, 
according ‘to a report in Le 
Devoir, after. being interrogated 
‘by the police. Ponce therefore 
decided to leave his country . 
before suffering the same-fate. . 

Belanger believes that Immi- 
gration authorities have used 
Ponce's “activist' associations 
to justify their: decision to. 
deport him, even though Ponce 
had already been awarded a 
‘work -permit,, enabling him to
